IT OCCURS TO ME THAT SUCH A PROGRAM, IN TIME, 
CONSIDERING THE STRENGTH OF AMERICAN COURT DECISIONS IN RECENT 
YEARS IN FAVOR OF INDIVIDUAL RIGHTS, COULD NOT HELP BUT HAVE POSITIVE 
IMPACT ON THE THINKING OF PROFESSIONAL LEGAL COMMUNITIES ABROAD 
WHICH WOULD RECEIVE THIS INFORMATION, AND FROM THERE, HOPEFULLY, 

ON PRACTICE IN THIS AREA. SIRACUSA
